The m atter of carrying out the sub­ 
m arine . am p aim is awaited h erew ith 
considerable anxiety.

Many American vessels will be* in 
jIn* w ar /.one in the next tew days, 
having left the I nited States before 
the* German proclamation was mad«* 
public, and these will he afforded, it 
is be lieved, an opiHirtunity to reach 
their destinations. 
The recent sugg«*stion from German 
sources that American merchantm en 
might egcape attack and secure* safe 
t) if convoyed by an American vv.tr 
ship does not meet with approval in 
naval circles here. It was i>ointc*d out 
that no naval captain would be will­ 
ing to aspume full responsibility for 
the noncontrnband character of the 
cargo of any American ship which 
might

with his vessel and 
« lalm his protection.
